buy & jack.” It was not eplendid, but it was
kind and worthy of Farmer George. One dny,
when the king and queen were walking to-
gether, they met o Nikle boy—they were always
fond ol chaldren, the good folka-—snd paited the
litile white hend, **Whose little boy are you I
unke the Windsor notform. “I am the Zin '
beefonter's Mitle boy,” replied the ohild, 5n
which the king sald, **Then kneel down and kiss
the guesn’s hund.”  Bot the innocent olfspring
of the beefenter declined this tremt, **do,"
said be, “I won't kneel, torif I do I shall =poil
my new breeehfa™ The thrifty king oueht to
bave hugged HWim and knightod him on the spot.
Gicorge’s ndmirers wrote pages aud pages of such
stories nbout him. One mormng, belore any-
body clee was up, the king walked about Glon-
cester town; pushed over Molly the hoasemaid,
who was serubblvg the door-#teps with her pail:
ran up stairs and woke all the equerries in their
bedrooms; nod then trotted down 1o the bridge,
where by this time a dowen of louts were as-
sembled, “What! is this Gloucester Now
Bridge!” asked our gractous mooarch; and the
people apswered him, “Yes, your wajesty."
“Why then, my boys,” said he, *let us have a
huzzay !* After giving them which tntelleotus]
gratfiention, he went bome to breskfnst. Our
futbers rend these simple tales with fond plea-
sure; langhed at these verv small jokes: lked
the old mun who poked his nose Into every cot-
tage;: wholived on plain, wholesome roast and
boiled; who desplsed your Freneh kickshaws;
who was g troe, benrty old English gentleman.
You muy have secn nli!'llf’h Iamoug print of him
—in the old wig, in the stout old hideous Wind-
sor uniform—as tae King Frobdlgnag, peering
at u little Gulliver, whom be holds up in ono
lisud, while in the other he has mm oprri-glnss,
through which he surveys the pigmy. Ouar
fathers chose to set up George as the type of o
ﬁrcﬂt king, and the little Gulliver was the great

upoleon, We prided ourselves on our pre-
judices; we blustered and bragged with absurd
valnglory: we deslt to our enemy 4 mons'rons
Injustice of confempt and scorn; we fonght him
with sll weapons, measn us well as heroic,
There was no le we would not belicve; no
charge ol crime which our furious prejudice
would mot credit. I thought at oue time of
making a collection of the lies which the French
had writien agailnst uvs and we had published
agamst them duoring the war: it would be a
girange memorial of popular fulsehood,

Thewr majestive were very socinble potentates;

We find Luady Salisbury was so
honored in the year 17803 and in tue year 1802,
Lady Chesterticld, The Court News relates how
her ladyship received thewr majesties on a stale
bed, **dressed with white satingand a profusion
of lance; the counterpaue of white satin embroi-
dered with gold, aud the bed of crimson satin
lined with white.” The child was first brought
by the nurse to the Marchioness of Baih, who
pesided as ehief nurse. Then the marchoness
wnded the baby to the queen, Then the queen
handed the hittle darling to the Bishop of Nor-
wich, the oflieinting clergyman; and, the cere-
mony over, a cup of caudle was presented by
whe ¢arl to Lis majesty on one knee, on a lurge
pold waiter, placed on & crimson velvet cushion,
Misfortunes would occur in these mleresting
penuflectory ceremonies of roynl worship.

royal family were alwaye ready for him, and
they proceeded tothe king's chapel In the custle,
There were vo fires In the paesnge; the chapel
wiis searcely alight; Prmce--.u.-.»«, LOVErnesscs,
equerties grumbled and csvgbt cola; but, cold
ar bot, it was their duty (o go; anid, weét or dry,
| Hght or dark, the stout old George was always
in his place 1o say Amen to the chaplain.

The gueen's charncier s represented in Burney
st full ]lrnglh. She was a sensible, most deco-
rous woman; svery grand lady on siate occa-
sions, simple spongh n ur-'lumr{ life; well resd
as times went, and giving shrewd opinlons
about hooks; ptlnw}'. but not unjusi; not gene-
raliy unkind to ber dependants, but mvineible
in her notious of etigoette, apd quite sngry If
her people suffered 11l bealth in  her service,
Sbe gave Miss Burney a shabby plttanoe, and
led the poor young woinsn u life which well-
nigh killed her. She never thought but thatshe
wui dojng Burney the greatest favor in teukine
her from freedom, fnmie, and competence, aod
killing her off with langvor io thatdreary court,
It was not dreary to her, Had she been servant
instead of mistress, ber spirit would never have
broken down; she never would have put s pin
out of plaee, or been a moment from daty. Hhe
was not weak, and stie could not pardon those
who were, She was perfectly correct in life,
and she hated poor sinners with & rancor soch
| a8 virtue sometimes hns. She must bave had
awiul private trisls of her own, not merely with
her chiidren, but with her huosbapd, in those
long dnys about which nobody will ever know
anything now; when he was not guite insane;
When hus incessant tongue was babhbling folly,
rage, persecution, and she had to smile, sad be
respectful and stientive under this intolerable
ennui, The queen bore all ber duties stoutly,
ns sho expected others (o bear them, AU n state
Shristening the lndy who held the infnnt was
Bred wnd Jooked nnwel), and the Princess of
Wales usked permission for her to sit down.

English home., The poor old (aiberis repre-
sented in o purple pown, his smowy beard fall-
ing over his breset, the star of his tamous Order
#till idly shining onit. He was not only sight.
less, he wasutterly deaf. All light, all reason,all
sound of buman voices, all the plessures of this
world of God, were token from him, Sowe
#light lncid moments he bad, in one of which,
the queen, desirine Lo #ee hlm, entered the room,
and found bim singimg & hymn, and accompa-
nying bimeell at the harpsichord, When he
had finished, he krelt down snd prayed aloud
for her. and then lor his family, aud then for
the natlon, concluding with & prayer for him-
self, that it might please God to uvert his heavy
calumity from him, but if not, togive him re-
sipnation to submit. He then burst into tears,
anud his reason again fed.
